HALIFAX, jST. S., April 7.— Tho three sur- 


viviug passengers of the Daniel Bteuimann, 
now in tho city, stoto the vessel struck but 
lightly twice. The captain then summoned 
them all on dock and directed them ' to pre- 
pare to enter tho boats if such would bo 
necessary. One bont was launched and all 
mado a rush for it, although good discipline 
was maintained among tho ships crow. Tho 
boat was well filled, and being attached 
to tho steamer by a rope, some of those on 
board were about cutting tho line when tho 
iteamer suddenly sank, dragging the boat 
and tho unfortunate occupants with it. Tho 
boat turned ovor and every person in it was 
thrown out and drowned. "When tho stern 
of tho vessel sank, the cries and screams of 
the women and children -were heartrending, 
but lasted only for a few minutes, Gapt. 
Schoonhovon made his way up the fore 
rigging. Two-men caught tho rigging of the 
mainmast and endeavored to ch'rhb alone; 
'tho stays between tho masts. 
Ono was 


washed awny. Tho other, John Noidormarin, 
succeeded by a desperate effort in reaching 
tho rigging, where he was pulled into a com- 
paratively safe position by the captain. Oao 
of tho wire up'.itts was broken and this gave 
filay to tho j-Jird, which worked back and 
forth with the action of tho waves, and 
threatened to tear out the mast The two 
unfortunates from time to timo cried -cut 
for 
help, 
but 
the 
roar 
of 
wind 


aud 
water 
drowned 
thoir 
voices. 


They saw lights burning on the shore and 
signals while conscious that they wore be- 
yond assistance. At last daylight appeared. 
Soon after a boat put out from the cove. 
The captain was by this timo so benumbed 
that his companion had to use force to disen- 
gage him from the spar and aid him into tho 
boat.

landed exhausted and takni into the light- 
house, wan-0 their needs were promptly at- 
tended to.
